Our rains come first in the spring 


about the second week in May, There 
are no more rains until June, which 
is generally our rainy month. We us- 
ually have a hot spell in July and 
August, with more showers in these 
fMonths and in September. The ground 
freezes about the first week in No- 
vember. The snow fall in winter is 
from 1 to 8 feet on an average, and 
the snow goes off from April 1 to 25. 
Of course, conditions vary 
years. 

Before I outline my system of farm- 
ing I will state in a few words, my 
idea as to what is necessary to pro- 
duce a good quality and to increase 
the yield of grain crops. Thefe are 
three very important essentials, good 
seed, a good seed bed and uniformity. 

The Great Essentials 

It sounds simple, doesn’t it? It 
looks simple in print, but how few 
farmers in this great west of ours ob- 
serve these great essentials in the 
farming operations? We have an ab- 


undantly rich soil and nature helps 


those who help themselves. Let man 
do his part; nature will:do the rest. 
Climatic conditions are surely against 
the man who farms in a haphazard 
manner, but are on the side of the 


man who observes these essentials I | 


have named. 

The great secret is that no matter 
how many acres a man farms he must 
do the work thoroughly, at the pro- 
per time. Therefore, if we cultivate 
50 to 5,000 acres we must be equipped 
with the power to do so. Consider if 
every farmer in this great west was 
to observe these great principles what 
an increased acreage of our field 
crops would be assured us! 

The three essentials necessary g0 
together; you cannot separate them. 
1 will take them separately, however, 
in this paper, and give my methods in 
obtaining them. It,is all so simple 
that the wonder is every farmer does 
not adopt them. 

Get Good Pure Seed 

First is good seed. In the first place 
the variety must be as pure as pos- 
sible. I know many farmers who for 
the sake of a few cents a bushel will

in a uniform germination, uniform 
heading out, unifurm ripening and 
producing a uniform seed of a uni- 
| form quality. 
{ follow the seeder with the sur- 
| face packer to pack the warm moist 
| earth around the seed. This induces 
a quick germination. When the grain 
is four to six inches high, harrow witli 
light harrows, I use home-made har- 
| rows, made for the purpose of weed- 
!ing and harrowing the grain. My 
main object in harrowing is to culti- 
| vate, to encourage rapid growth. 
Spring and Fall Sowing 
Regarding spring plowing I adopt 
{similar methods. The packer follows 
| the plow and the drag plank the pack- 
ler, to make a uniform seed bed and 
harvowing can be done afterwards. 
Similar methods are used in fall 
| plowing. The seed bed is, prepared 
in the fall, but I would not sow'in fall, 
but early in the spring. This is where 
a number of farmers fall down aon 
fall plowing and wonder why their 
crops are light and weedy, as fall 
| plowing will ripen a crop quicker than 
‘spring plowing. After breaking for 
fallow one can let it lie for a week or 
‘two to allow weeds to stiri, for they 
can be easily killed by the havvow 
{before sowing. Fall plowing should 
| always be given a stroke of the har- 


row as soon as the snow goes off, to | 


| prevent a crust forming aud to con- 
serve moisture. 

To sum up, the secrets of growing 
a good quality of grain and higher 
yields are: a good seed, a good seed 
bed and uniformity of seed and seed 
bed.

World Could Not Live on Vegetables 

The great obstacle to the general 
adoption of a vegetable diet is not 
physiological or ethical or philosoph- 
ical. It is economic. We cannot all 
be vegetarians, because there are not | 
vegetables enough jn the world for us 
to eat; and, moreover, the surface of 
the earth, under present conditions 
and modes of culture, could not pro- 
duce enough to feed us all. It could) 
do so under ideal conditions; but these | 
conditions now seem far from realiza- 
tion. These considerations advanced 
against world-wide vegetarians by 
Prof. Alonzo KE. Taylor, of the Univer: | 


|site of Pennsylvania in the Popular 


Science Monthly’ New York (Decem- 
ber), seem to rest on a different basis 
from the ordinary arguments on either) 
side, says Taylor, that a vegetable diet , 
may physiologically fill all the require- 
ments. It Is guite as good as a meat 
diet, although he will not admit that 
suppose we 
should all feel moved to adopt it? 
Prof. Taylor puts and answers the 
question thus: 

“Can the surface of the earth (for | 
the fishes of the sea would have to 
be excluded), raise enough grain, 
fruits, nuts and vegetables, added to 
dairy products, to meet the albumin, 
needs of the present earth's popula: ; 
tion? Unhestitatingly it may be stat- 
ed that the area of the earth's sur- 
face now under cultivation could not, 
with the present methods of agricul- 
ture, dependably pr«aduce enough plant 
albumin to meet the needs of the 
present population. Very large areas 
of the earth's surface at present pro- , 
duce only grasses, shrubs and trees. 
Man can neither graze nor browse. , 
At present these plants are consumed | 
by cattle, goats, sheep and_ swine, 
whose albumin is utilized in turn by 
man, It is through the mediation of 
these animals that the vegetation of 
enormous areas of land is made avail- 
able for mankind. 

“At present probably one-half of 
the albumin needs of mankind are met 
by animal albumin. To meet these 
neéds with plant albumin and dairy 
products the world’s production of 
grains and legumins would need to be 
doubled at the least. It Is quite cer- 
tain that this could not, with the ut- 
termost efforts of the world’s popula: | 
ion, ‘be dependably accomplished, 
with the present methods on the pres- | 
ent acreage of tillable soil, if no unto- 
ward manifestations of the elements 
occurred (such as severe winters, un- | 
seasonable frogt:, floods, droughts, , 
stornis, éxcessive heat), with a de- 
pendable rainfall in both time and 
space. But mankind would be yearly , 
at the merey of the eiements.” 

To meet fully the needs of the 
growing population, four huge ad- 
vances, the writer goes on to say, 
must be made—methods of cultivation 
must be intensified and revolutioniz- 
ed; conservation of water must be) 
dreamed of; the ravages of plant dis- 
ease must be checked; and sol} fer-, 
tilization on a vast scale through mic- 
robic and electrochemical agencies 
must be carried on. This might, and 
probably would, quadruple our pres- 
ent yield. But, says Professor Tay- 
lor, for the present it is certain “that 
to place the human race upon the 
basis of ethical vegetarianism would 
be to expose the race to the mercy of 
nature, just as the vegetarian popula- | 
tion of India is yearly at the mercy 
of the yield of grain.”

Alberta, within twenty miles on either 
side of the main line of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, and in a tract of 3,- 
500,000 acres in the Peace River dis- 
trict in British Columbia. Licenses on 
the land provide that all timber cut 
from them must be manufactured in 
Canada.

8IR EDWARD GREY HONORED 


British Foreign Minister is Created 
Knight of the Garter 

London, Eng.—The King has creat-} 
ed Sir Edward Grey, Secretary of 
State for foreign affairs, as Knight of 
the Garter. 

This distinction is limited to mem- 
bers of Royal families and a few of 
the highest among nobility. 

It has been conferred upon Sir Ed- 
ward Grey undoubtedly at the Pre- 
mier's suggestion and is construed as 
the government's answer to the ate | 
tacks, particularly on the part of Lib-} 
erals, on Sir Edward Grey's foreign 
policy. 

The “Daily Graphio" suggests that 
Mr. Asquith is about to resign the | 
Premiership and that he will be BUC: | 
ceeded by Sir Edward Grey 

It further suggests that Becretary | 
Haldane’s mission to Berlin was to 
explain that, although Sir Edward} 
Grey has been credited with an anti- 
German policy, his accession to the 
premiership would not. interfere with 
Great Britain's desire for an entente 
with Germany. 

As evidence confirming its idea, the | 
Daily Graphic points out that Premier | 
Asquith’s private secretary, Vaughan | 
Nash, has recently been appointed to 
another position under the Govern- 


nominated. making it difficult, adds 
the Graphic, to avold the conclusion 
that Mr. Asquith no longer requires 
& secretary, 

The Times says: 

“The foreign secretary, Sir Edward 
Grey, who has been made a Knight of 
the Garter, is the only commoner to 
receive such an honor since Horace 
Walpole. The order, excluding for- 
eign sovereigns and princes of the 
blood Royal, consists of the sovereigns 
and twenty-five knights. Sir Edward 
takes the place left vacant in the order 
through tho untimely death of the 
Duke of Fife. 

“The only two other precedents of 
a commoner receiving the order are 
the cases of Edward taste she who 
was made a Knight of the Garter be- 
fore he was created Earl of Sandwich 
in 1660, and of Sir George Villiers, af- 
terwards Duke of Buckingham, who 
was created a Knight of the Garter 
in 1616, 

“The King's gift to Sir Edward 
Grey is interpreted as a signal testi- 
monial of His Majesty’s confidence 
in the foreign. secretary and obtains 
particular significance in view of Lord 
Haldane’s visit to Germany. 

“The war secretary is now back in 
England and gave a report of his trip 
at a cabinet council recently held, No 
official information as to the nature 
of his mission is as yet forthcoming, 
but {t is expected that reference will 
be made to it in the speech from the 
throne at the opening of Parliament 
or that a statement will be made from 
the treasury bench in the course of 
the debate on the adcress in reply to 
the King’s address.’ 


IMMIGRANTS 8TILL COME 


First Ten Months of Fiscal Year Ar- 
rivals in Canada Number 300,700 


Ottawa, Ont.—Immigrant settlers 
to the number of 300,700 arrived in 


| Canada during the first ten months 


of the current fiscal year, April 1 to 
February 1. Of this.number 188,999 
arrived. at ocean ports and 111,706 
from the United States. | 

These figures show an increase of 
15 per cent., as compared with those 
for the corresponding months of the 
last fiscal year, which were 158,670; 
at ocean ports and 102,017 from the 
United States, making a total for the 
ten months during the previous fiscal 
year of 260,687, 

During the month of January this 
year there were 8.189 arrivals, 3,848 | 
of them having been at ocean ports |

|. The record of the baptism is found 
jin Matthew, Mark and Luke, but mosc 


fully in Matthew, in Luke iii, 23, we 
read that Jesus began to be about 
thirty years of age, aud we cannot but 
wonder at the iowly und submissive 
life of all those thirty years at Nazar- 
eth, low can we ever murmur at 
limitations and humiliations in our 
lives as we think of this life lived for 
us? He came from Nazareth, where 
he had beén brought up (Luke iv, 16), 
and after His return to heaven He 
called Himself “Jesus of Nazareth” 
(Acts xti, 8), yet Nathanael said, “Can 
there any good come out of Nazar: 
eth?” after acknowledging that out 
of Nazareth came “the Son of God, 
the King of Israel” (John i, 46, 49), 
He came to Jordan, river of judgment, 
yet there was nothing in Him to be 
judged. Others were baptized of John, 
confessing thelr sins, but He had no 
sins to confess. We do not wonder 
that John said to Him, “I have need 
to baptize of Thee, and comest Thou 
to me?” But our Lord's “Suffer it 
to be so now" has helped many a 
humble follower to submit to seeming: 
ly unnecessary tiings that the right- 


eousness of God might be seen in them 


and others won to Him. This and 
that other saying, “About My Father's 
business,” His two first recorded ut- 
terances, are good for all of us in 
our daily life. As he came up out of 
the water something happened from 
the skies—the heavens were opened, 
and the Father testified, “Thou art 
My beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased.” At the same time the Spirit 
of God descended in bodily shape like 
a dove upon Him. The Father bad 
told John that it would be so, and 
John bare record that He was the 
Son of God (John 1, 33, 34), The one 
who sent John also testified that the 
one on whom the Spirit would des- 
cend and remain would Himeelf bap- 
tize with the Holy Spirit. Then what 
hinders us thus to be baptized? Luke 
tells us that Jesus was praying when 
the heavens were opened, He seems 
to have prayed always and about ev- 
erything and sometimes all night. He 
fasted too. Is that where we fall? 
Consider the other six places whero 
we read of the heavens being opened 
and always see Himself, Consider 
well every place where, as here, the 
Father, Son and Holy Spirit are seen 
or mentioned, as in Matt, xxviil, 19; 
II Cor, xiil, 14; Heb. ix, 14. See John 
xiv, 17, 23, how the Spirit and the 
Father and the Son make the bodies 
of believers their abode or mansion 
and to their “Whom shall I send, and 
who will go for us?” Let us gladly 
answer, “Here am I; send me,” re- 
membering His words, “As’My Father 
hath sent “Me; even wo send I you" 
(Isa. vi, 8; John xx, 21). 

When Spirit filled we may then ex- 
pect to be specially attacked by the 
devil. As our representative He was 
led by the Spirit into the wilderness 
to be tempted of the devil, Both Mark 
and Luke say that He was forty days 
tempted of the devil. Matthew and 
Luke say that He fdsted forty days 
and forty nights; that He did eat 
nothing. This did Moses on two oc- 
casions and Elijah once, and these 
three we find on the Mount of Trans- 
figuration, and we hear them speak of 
the devil's most awful piece of work, 
the death of Jesus. He is the fearful 
adversary of God and man and has 
been at work ag such ever since he 
deceived and conquered Adam and 
Eve, and he will not cease until he

years. As the devil tempted Eve on 
the line of the lust of the flesh, the 
lust of the eyes and the pride of life

Eve had everything that the 
Lord saw that she needed, yet she ate 
the forbidden fruit. The Lord Jesus, 
having fasted forty days and being 
hungry. yet overcame by the words, 
“Man shall not live by bread alone, 
but by every word of God" (Luke fv, 
4). The devil's ambition to be ag 
God conquered Eve (Isa, xiv, 14: Gen, 
fii, 5), but the Lord Jesus conquered 
by the words, “Thou shalt not tempt 
the Lord thy God." Adam and Eve 
had been given dominion over all 
things (Gen, 1, 26-28), but they lost it 
by giving heed to this great enemy, 
and he has ever since been the god of 
this world (Il Cor. fv, 4). The Lord 
Jesus, the last Adam, knew that some 
day He would restore the dominion to 
man, and the kingdoms of the world 
will be His Ringdom (Rey, xi, 15). So 
He could say to the great adversary, 
“Get thee hence, Satan.” It is writ- 
ten, “Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God and Him only shalt thou 
serve.” We read in Luke that “when 
the devil had ended all the temptation 
he departed from Him for a season," 
and Matthew and Mark tel! us that 


“angels came and ministered unto 
Him.” We must remember that tie 
same great adversary is still going

But with the armor provided for us 
and by the sword and the blood of 
the Lamb we, too, may be overcomers, 
seeking nothing for ourselves walk:
